Board Asks For 5.70 
School Millage Hike

The Crawford-AuSable School 
Board voted unanimously Mon- 
day night to ask for an increase 
of 5.70 mills in addition to 
renewal of 17.90 mills for school 
operation next year, following a 
lengthy preliminary budget 
presentation by School Superin- 
tendent Dr. Bill Diedrich, who 
said the financial condition of 
the school district was in a 
“crisis state.”’ Diedrich blamed 
decreasing state schoo] 
revenues and the increasing in- 
flationary costs of school opera- 
tion as primary factors leading 
to the fiscal dilemma. 

The Board also decided “with 
regret’ to delay a vote on the 
middle schoo! bond issue until 
February of 1982, and passed a 
motion to rescind an earlier 
resolution which would have 
placed the $3.55 million new 
school project on the June 8 
ballot. 

Thus the school operating 
millage renewal proposal and 
the additional 5.70 mills will ap- 
pear separately on the June 8 
ballot, along with the cast of 

nine candidates vying for two 
posts on the school board for 
next year. 

Following the grim financial 
ailalysis, the Board also ap- 
proved the operating budget for 
next year, calling for an- 
ticipated expenditures of 
$3,977,366. The figure is up

13.5% from last year’s 
operating budget of $3,500,530, 
which school administrators 
predict will fall over $50,000 
short of covering expenses for 
the current year.

recovered by increasing next 
year’s operating millage. No 
increase in millage was sought 
last year and voters easily 
passed the 17.90 renewal in the 
annual schoo) election. 

Passage of the renewal and 
additional 5.70 mills would 
generate anticipated revenues 
of $4,030,938, enough to wipe out 
this year’s $53,572 deficit and a 
$618,366 shortfall projected for 
1981-82 that would be created if 
voters approved only a 17.90 
renewal. 

‘‘We did not have time to pre- 
pare a list of cuts that would be 
necessary,’ Diedrich told the 
Board, ‘“‘but they would have to 
be deep and severe.” His 
recommendation to make no 
budget cuts Monday night was 
accepted by the Board, who 
authorized administrators to go 
through the budget ‘‘with a fine 
tooth comb” to determine what 
budget trimming would be 
required if the increased 
millage is not approved. 

A more detailed analysis of 
the financial condition of the 
school district will appear in 
later Avalanche issues, but here 
are some of the highlights from 
remarks made by Diedrich on 
Monday: 

¢ Local taxpayers are being 
asked to pay a higher percen- 
tage of the costs of education. 
Revenues from the state con- 
tinue to dwindle, down from 
33% of the revenues available to 
pay school costs in 1975 to about 
4% now. 

¢ The state is paying less of 
the costs of special education

period. Health insurance costs 
have increased 60%, electricity, 
47% and the cost of special ed 
programs, 63%. 

+ Additional school aid cuts by 
the governor are expected after 
the May 19 tax proposal election 
in which residents will vote on a 
program that calls for a sales 
tax increase to pay for more of 
the school costs, and a lowering 
of homestead property taxes at 
the same time. 

Board members concurred on 
Monday with _—Diedrich’s 
recommendation to drop the 
middle school bond issue from 
the Jitne ballot.

The order would then 
have to be approved by the House and 
Senate Appropriations Committees.

Section 3. Limitation of Application. This Ordinance shall not be 
construed to prohibit, limit, restrict or infringe upon the right of the 
people to freedom of speech, or of the right peaceably to assemble to 
petition the government for a redress of grievances. 

Section 4. Penalties for Violation, Any person convicted of a viola- 
tion of this Ordinance shall be punished by a monetary fine not to ex-

Dear Whitey, 

The enclosed letter is sent to 
you by way of me because Mr. 
Romans does not know your 
paper’s name or address. 
Because of his beliefs I cannot 
tell you all I know about his 
work among his people. He is 
currently very involved with 
the substance abuse programs 
in the Upper Peninsula and has 
spoken at the Tribal Center in 
Mt. Pleasant, 

lain sure that there are many 
people out there who would like 
to know what an authentic 
Native American (Indian) 
Shield Teacher and Peace Chief 
is. 

An Ojibwa Shield Teacher 
begins his career when yet in 
the womb. The Mother has a 
vision that the child is to be a 
Shield Teacher. Aft an early age, 
not older than 4 years, he is 
taken to a Shield Teacher and 
left to live and learn the 
necessary skills, _ traditions, 
oral history, worship rituals 
etc, It amounts to an equivalent 
of seven degrees and takes 14 to 
16 years to complete. They are 
taught to feel no pain, but. the 
pain of others, to stand as not to 
be seen either physically or 
spiritually. That is in true 
humility, not to take credit or 
gain from the gift of the Shield 
which is a free gift from the 
Great Spirit. When all seven 
areas of learning are accom- 
plished the Shield Teacher 
becomes a Peace Chief. In our 
educational system it is like 
having seven graduate degrees 
and then becoming a professor, 
allin theology, 

‘The Peace Chief is the highest 
degree in the Sacred Lodge. He 
is intrusted with the spiritual 
welfare of a tribal people. His 
tank, however, does not entitle 
him to physical support or 
preferential treatment. Rather, 
he and his family eat, when all 
have food, are sheltered when 
none are in want of shelter, etc. 
They are the ones who make up 
the last appeals court when an 
issue cannot be settled through 
established means. They cannot 
take any pay for their services. 

In 1921 Congress passed a law 
against what they called The 
Indian Religion, Until 1978 when 
President Carter signed the 
Freedom of Religion act for 
American Indians it was again- 
st the Jaw in this land founded 
on religious freedom for the In- 
dian Peoples to practice their 
true religion. In 1978 the Coun- 
sel of Churches in America sent 
a letter to Congress stating that 
they had been wrong. That after 
lengthy investigation they had 
determined that the traditional 
Indian religion was the most 
ancient form of Christianity 
Known to man. ‘hey recom- 
mended passing the freedom 
bill. Since that time the few 
remaining Shield Teachers, 
now only three, have been 
trying to teach the true Indian 
religion to their people and non- 
Indian alike, 

They teach that it was in your 
ancient past that the Great 
Chief above, spoke and sent His 
beloved, the Morning Star, His 
reflection, The healer to teach 
how to live in love together. 

May all who move in that 
reftection know it.

To The Editor: 
The Substance 
Abuse Problem 


I write this not with malice, 
but with a conscience and in 
desperation.
